More than §$100,000,000 worth of Vic- 
tery Notes were sold in this city yes- 
terday, the first day of the final war 
loan campaign. This figure is based 
on partial returns received by the Lib- 
erty Loan Committee from banks and 
corporations, and equals the showing of 
the city for the first day of the first 
three Liberty Loan campaigns, and more 
than half the total on the opening day 
of the Fourth Loan drive. 

The total reached by an incomplete 
ligt of the larger sales yesterday _ was 
$73,580,000, which. included only a few 
of the purchases im the afternoon. The 
largest of these was a $40,000,000 pur- 
chase by Lewis E. Piersgn on behalf 
of the Irving National Bank and the 
Irving Trust Company. The total does 
not include the sum of $25,000,000 which 
Judge Elbert H, Gary announced that 
the United States Steel. Corporation in- 
tended to invest in Victory Notes. 

The figure of $73,580,500 also does not 
include any of the sales at the opening 
of Victory Way or at a number of other 
stirring meetings with which the formal 
opening of the campaign was marked. 
Neither does it include the majority of 
the sales ‘made by the teams of the 
Rainbow Division of the Liberty Loan 
Committee, representing the business, 
industrial, and professional interests of 
the city. The total results of the day's

‘‘The Walloons of Prussia,, feeling 
great anxiety on account of the news 
lately published in the press, ear- 
nestly request you to decide for the 
pure and simple disannexation of all 
the Walloon districts in Prussia. 

‘The inhabitants of cantons not 
Walloon, but: indispensable to Bel- 
gium, might be consulted by means 
of a referendum, as will be the case 
with the population of the Sarre 
Basin.”’

TROOPS AND PEOPLE REVOLT 


Powers’ Decision to Recognize

LONDON, April 21, (via Montreal.)— 
Telegrams from Omsk, Sikeria, report 


that the troops of Admiral Malchak, 


thirty-three miles south of 

Amak, inflictéd“"sé¥ete Tosses ont 
enemy, capturing many prisoners, ma-* 
chine guns, and ten heavy guns. They 
also captured Starapul with great booty 
and made a number of Bolshevist lead- 
ers prisoner. 

Deémoralization of the Bolshevists | is 
reported to be growing. Three Bolshe- 
vist divisions refused to fight and have 
been withdrawn from the front. 

The peasants of the Viatka Govern- 
ment and some of the districts on the 
River Kama have revolted against the 
Bolshevist Government. 


Kolchak Backed By United States. 
Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 21.—The de- 
cision of the United States, Great Brit- 
ain, France, and Italy to eliminate the 
Bolsheviki from consideration ag repre- 
senting any portion of Ruasia and to 
accord recognition to the Omsk Cabinet 
as the de facto Government of the coun- 
try was reached, it is learned today, 
under the leadership of the United 
States, following the submission to the 
Feace Conference by the Russian dele- 
gates in Paris of a complete exposé of 
the situation in the regions they repre- 
sented and of a plan designed to solve 
the whole problem. The Russian Em- 
bassy today made public an outline of 
this plan. 

The State Department is in cable com- 
munication with the Foreign Offices of 
the allied Governments arranging de- 
tails of the form of recognition, the date 
when it is to be given after the Peace 
Conference adjourng and Germany has 
signed the treaty of peace, and the steps 
then to be taken to assist the loyal Rus- 
sians, who are still considered as allied 
with the great Entente Powers. 

According to information obtained to- 
day, the Buropean Powers carefully 
avoided every feature of the Russian 
situation, except the determination not 
to have any dealings with the Bolshe- 
viki. When the delegates to the Peace 
Conferenge first arrived in Paris Secre- 
tary Lansing at once joined his Euro- 
pean conferees in their stand; although 
other’ American members of the delega- 
tion were not as determined in their 
minds on this point They favored, it 
is said, a new investigation to ascer- 
tain if the Bolsheviki had any point of 
virtue that could be considered by civil- 
iged nations. Accordingly investigators 
were sent into Russia and all the in- 
formation available in Paris was placed 
at the disposal of the American delega- 
tion. 


Pringes Island Plan Purpose. 


Before the Princes Island conference 
was proposed it was decided, according 
to the statements made today, that the 
Bolsheviki could not be recognized, and 
the conference Was proposed more for the 
purpose of putting. the Bolshevist leaders 
on record than for any other purpose.

Neither President Wilson nor the 
Chinese delegates knew of the existence 
of these secret agreements when. they 
came to Paris. The disclosure was first 
made to Mr. Wilson at a' meeting of the 
Council of Ten, when the question of 
the mandatory system as suggested by 
the American President was first under 
discussion. It was then proposed that 
the German islands be disposed of by 
placing them under mandates, 


How Wilson Learned of Treaties. 

It. was an awkward moment. Mra 
Lloyd George remarked that an arrange- 
ment of a different character had al- 
ready been reached with reference to 
the islands. Mr. Wilson asked what it 
was. Mr. Lloyd George turned to Baron 
Makino for an explanation, whereupon 
Mr. Wilson was informed that Japan 
had received the promise of England, 
France, Italy, and Russia, two years 
before, that she should have outright all 
the German’ islands north of the equator, 
and that she had agreed that Australia 
should have all to the south. It was 
common knoWledge that such a distribu- 
tion had been long contemplated, but 
nobody outside the Foreign Offices of 
the Governments directly involved knew 
that there were definite, signed agree- 
ments-concerning the deal. 

After learning so much Mr, Wilson 
asked if there were any other secret 
agreements which had not been pro- 
duced at the conference, It was then 
admitted that the agreement with Japan 
also included the British, French, and 
Italian promises to support her claims 
to the Chinese Province of Shantung, 
as the price Japan demanded for allow- 
ing China to enter the war, despite the 
fact that China had been repeatedly try- 
ing to get into the war against Ger- 
many of her own volition. 

. The reasons for her failure toa becomé 
a participant make an interesting phase 
of this Asiatic question. She was barred 
out in the early stages of hostilities be- 
cause Japan had no desire to let China 
participate, in the’ military task of re- 
covering her own territory in Shantung 
Province from the Germans at Kiao- 
chau.

First, that the German Government 
will certainly not sign a peace without 
negotiations. 

Second, that it is highly probable that 
it would not even sign after negotiations 
and discussions, being convinced that no 
reasonable ground could be reached, 

The note from the Peace Conference 
produced a first-class political sensa- 
tion. Despite the heliday atmosphere in 
the capital, and although it was Sun- 


day, ministers and high officials were |’ 


all at their departments. 

When the note was received about- waitte 
day yesterday, a Cabinet meeting was 
immediately called. The discussion 
lasted several hours and it was decided 
that the communication merely meant 
that the Goverrfment was invited to 
send couriers to Versailles to bring 
back ‘the text of the preliminary , peace 
to Berlin. In that case it was held 
that there was no object in dispatching 
the large Peace Mission already -ap- 
pointed. 

Official: Hopes Shattered. 

The note was also looked upon as an- 
nouncing definitely at last that it was 
for the German Government to read, 
ponder, and sign, to say ‘‘yes"’ or 

‘no,’ without parley and naturally 
withip limited time. There had al- 
ways been in official circles here an in- 
clination to cling to a slight hope that 
there would be negotiations, but this 
hope has now gone.

PARIS, April 21.—Most of the inter- 
est in the peace arrangements centres 
in’ what the German Government is 
likely to do when it receives the allied 
begce terms.

This is based on 
the theory that any Government ‘which 
agrees: to the allied ‘terms, will be 
everthrown. On the other hand, many 
people, including some who have re- 
cently been in Germany and are fa- 
miliar with conditions there, hold the 
contrary opinion. They insist that.the 
Germans will be willing to accept any- 
thing that will britig peace and a

the European powers. On that’ occas- 
sion Baron Ishii, thién Japanése Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, said to the European 
Ambassadors at Tokio: ‘‘ Japan could 
not view without apprehension the morai 
awakening of 400,000,000 Chinese which 
would result from > their entering the 
war.’”’ 

China did. not dare act contrary to the 
wishes of Japan, for she knew Europe 
could not help her in case’ of need, and 
she feared Japanese aggression. But an- 
other. opportunity came to China early 
in .1917, ‘when the United States broke 
diplomatic relations with Germany and 
invited all the ‘neutral countries of the 
world to-follow hér examp-e. Then Ja- 
pan, like the rest of the world, realized 
that America would soon become an-ac- 
tive belligerent, and that the defeat of 
Gerrhany was_no longer a matter of 
doubt. Japan eiso realizéd then that she 
could no longer keep China neutral; so 
Viscount Motono, then the Japanese 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, immediate- 
ly set to work to insure Japan’s position 
in the Peace Conference in anticipation 
of Cfine herself being represented at 
that conference to pléad her own cause. 

Text of the Correspondence. 


From~ this resulted . the., following 
diplomatic correspondence with its secret 
promises. 

Motono first took up the matter with 
the British Ambassador at Tokio. ~The 
Ambassador’s reply was the following 
etter: 

British Embassy; ‘tokio: Feb. 16, 1917. 

“My Dear Excellency: With reference 
to the subject of our conversation of 
the 27th ultimo, when your Excellency 
‘informed me of the desire of the Imperial 
Govérnment to receive an assurance that 
on Ahe occasion ofa Peace Conference 
his Britannic Majestv’s Government_will

WASHINGTON, : April 21.— From an 
airplane. flying 2,600 feet overhead an 
army officer today read President Wil- 
son's Victory Liberty Loan message to 
15,000 persons assembled at the southern 
steps of the Treasury, by the use of 
the wireleas telephone and a aren in- 
vented: sound amplifier. 

The ‘throng of Gavernment py ae 
dismissed for the capital’s opening dem- 
onstration for the loan, cheered the Pres- 
‘| ident’s Message as spoken through the 
air and enunciated distinctly'to them by 
Lieutenant H. B. Metcalf, a’ radio offi- 
cer, in the airplane. They craned their 


‘| necks to see the plane soaring far above 


bearing the officer, whose words’ game 
te them so distinctly. 

“Hello! hello, “‘Treasury!’’ cried the 
aviator. “I am now 2,600 feet over you 
in plane 38070 from Bolling Field.’’ 

He then read the message, and con- 
cluded by bidding good-bye to the crowd> 

A few ‘minutes ‘later Admiral Sims, 
from the platform, addressed the same 
audience through the amplifier.’ He 
praised the work of the American Army 
in France, saying the navy was really 
an.auxiliary of the army. To the pro- 
longed applause Admiral Sims responded 
by expleining that he interpreted the 
cheering as an expression of-gratitude 
for the.navy and not for any individual 


| connected with. it. 


** Usually after a great. war,” said 
Admiral Sims in his address, ‘‘ the 
leaders on the different sides spend 
their declining years: in writing books 
to explain that the other. fellow was at 


‘fault. There will be nothing of that fol- 


lowing this war. The navy has under- 
stood, as I have, and as John Pershing 
has, that the navy was really. an auxil- 
lary of the army. 

“We were on the lines of communi- 
cation. There was no individual war 
going on in , the proper sense. The 
Central Powers were making war on the 
lines of communieation. These had to 
be maintained. The treopships had to be 
got across. The supplies of the troops 
had’ to be sent over. ‘There were’ all 
possible occasions for friction between 
the army and navy, but you can search 
both the army and the navy, and I 
defy you to find any. I am not writ- 
ing any books to explain about the 
army, and neither is John, Pershing. 

** Now just a word about John Persh- 
ing. He has had 2,000,000 men over 
there. No one of those men has.been 
able to see one-thousandth part of the 
operations. ‘They run across a~great 
many disagreeable things. They may 
have been charged 5 cents too’ much in 
a canteen, or they may have run across 
a Britisher of an Italian or a French- 
man that they had a row with. 

“They come back with all sorts of 
small eriticism. For the Lord’s sake 
don’t pay. any attention to that; ~nd 
don’t. pay any attention to th¢. people 
in.this country that are yapping at John 
Pershing’s heels. No military comman- 
der since the world began has had to do’ 
thé stunt he has had to do. If he 

dhave done that without any mis- 
takes he woul? be the greatest military. 
commander the world has ever heard of. 
He will tell you himself he has made 
mistakes. So have I, but I am not go- 
ing to tell you about them.” 

Admiral Sims explained that fn his 
speaking tour through the Middle West 
he planned to tell what the-navy had 
done since its accomplishments neces- 
sarily could not be heralded during the 
war. 

“A navy,’ he said, “‘ has got to keep 
quiet during a war. We don’t want the 
enemy to know ‘what we have been lo- 
ing to him. When. the fighting ts on 
land about every third man is a news- 
paper correspondent, so you hear some- 
thing about that, and a newspaper cor- 

mdent is not dny good unless he 
can tell you all the mistakes that have 
been made\and what we have got to do 
to win ‘the war. The navy has been 
saved from that, but we propose, now 
that thé war is over, to tell you some- 
thing about it, not ohly-in speeches, but 
possibly in articles.’’ 

Admiral Sims said that the success of 
the Liberty Loans in the past had. dome 
much .to ‘‘ put pep into every fighting 
man and confidence into every leader,” 
and appealed for -generous support.of 
the Victory Loan. 

More than 100 crippled soldiers from 
Walter: Reed Military Hospital listened 
attentively to Admiral Sims’s address 
and applauded his references to the 
navy.

‘The actual physical damage to the 
iron mines is comparatively small, when 
compared to the destruction of the coal 
fields of Northern France, which is as 
reprehensible as it is complete,'’’ Mr. 
Probert said. , 

‘In my opinion, no such atrocity was 
evér perpetrated against the industrial 

~Jife of any country. Magnificent steel 
plants, comparing favorably with any- 
thing we have in the United States, are 
now but a tangied, twisted mass of 
structural steel and broken stone. The

Planned and systematically carried out.

chanical and electrical. powers units as

MASSACRE BY STARVATION. 

No doubt Bulgarian propagandists 
will tell us that the American’ Red 
Cross is entirely mistaken in its re- 
ports of the miseries inflicted on ‘a 
hundfed thousand Greeks by the Bul- 
garians. We have heard for so long 
that all ‘reports representing the Bul- 
garians as anything but a blameless 
race whose life is one long Sunday 
school are base and malicious lies 
that it seems rather surprising that 
disinterested evidence as to Bulgarian 
atrocities keeps pouring in. As to 
the evidence for the Bulgarians, the 
State Department has presented to 
missionary authorities charges of pro- 
Bulgarian sympathies amounting in 
many cases to pro-Germanism on the 
part of some. twenty-five or thirty 
workers in the vineyard. Whatever 
thelr views on the war, these gen- 
tlemen éan hardly be flattered in the 
behavior of a nation so long the bene- 
ficlary of their labors, 

The Red Cross reports: that during 
the Bulgarian occupation of parts of 
Greek Macedonia a hundred thousand 
Greeks—men, women, and children— 
were deported. Of course, the Bul- 
gars have, always told us that there 
‘were no Greeks tn these regions; but 
at any ‘rate somebody was deported, 
and the refugees are now slowly 
straggling back ‘to Greek territory. 
Jammed into freight cars at thé point 
of the bayonet, a hundred of them 
in @ car with capacity for forty, car- 
ried out in slow trains, “ they arrive in 
“ Groves at the American Red Cross} 
* reliet stations, after having been 
“ without food of any kind for days. 
“ Women walk into the stations with 
“dead babies in their arms. Young 
* girls are driven insane.” Out of 
one group of 6,000 people who had 
beer deported, 1,475, half naked ‘and 
almost starved, game back to the ruins 
of their_homes.' The others had died 
of starvation, “disease, or maltreat~ 
ment. _ It is an unimportant detail, 
but one ‘which throws light on Bul- 
garian acquisitjveness, that though 
the armistice stipulated that the refu- 
gees were to be returned free of cost, 
the Bulgarians exacted full railroad 
tage whenever they could find one who 
had any money left. It would seem 
that there is some ground for fete 
arations in all this.

EXAMINED IN HOADLEY CASE. 


Medical Examiner Says Facts May 
Go to District Attorney. 


Following examination of three per- 
‘sons at an investigation started yester- 
day at the office of the County Medical 
Examiner in the Municipal Building con- 
cerning the death by gas poisoning of 


Mrs. Fannie C. Hoadley in her home at 
18 East Bight ge Street a weéek 
ago, Acting Chief Medical BDxaminer 
Schwartz said he had obtained foe 
and testimony which he felt should be 
presented to the District Attorney. The 
persons questioned were Dr. J. A. Burke, 
who was called to attend Mrs. Hoad- 
ley; Dr.. Baer, manager of the Frank 
E. Campbell Company, undertaker, at 
1,970 Broadway, and Miss Emma Treat, 
an embalmer. Dr. Schwartz said: 

‘* Théere/ was nothing’ developed iin the 
hearing to change my decision that Mrs. 
Hoadley had committed suicide, but the 
evidence shows that the woman’s body 
was embalmed before this office had 
made an examination as required by 
law. The defense of the undertaker 
was that the attending physician, Dr. 
J. A. Burke, had issued a death cer- 
tificate giving accidental gas poisoning 
as the cause. In all cases where death 
is not due to natural causes the body 
must not be touched until a certificate 
is issued by the medical examiner, in 
this case a ‘misdemeanor has apparently 
been committed.’’ 

Miss Treat told Dr. Schwarts that 
when she saw the body of Mrs. Hoadley, 
on which she could find no mark of in- 
jury, she had suspected it to be a case 
of suicide, but had proceeded with her 
work of embalming because she was 
told a certificate had been issued. Dr. 
Schwartz said he had questioned Dr. 
Burke as to’the delay in reporting the 
death of Mrs. Hoadley. She died at 10 
o'clock, but the report of 
reach the police and the Medical am- 
iner’s office until 7 o’clock on Monday 
night.
